Since her first season in 1987, the Sea Gulls have TOTAL 221-77-8 


qualified for the NCAA Tournament 15 times, with five 

appearances in the Final Four. In addition, Salisbury 

hosted the Final Four for the first time in 2000. The program has produced 
29 national All-Americans—including two more in 2002—and 69 all-region 
players during Chamberlin’s tenure. Salisbury’s 221-77-8 record under 
Chamberlin translates to a winning percentage of .735. 


Chamberlin, who registered her 200th career victory during the 2001 cam- 
paign, has been honored as the NFHCA’s South Region Coach-of-the-Year 
three times. She has also been named the Capital Athletic Conference’s 
Coach of the Year in each of the past eight seasons. She led her squad to an 
amazing streak of 45 consecutive CAC victories between 1996 and 2001. 


Chamberlin is a 1985 graduate of the University of lowa, where she was a 
four-year letterwinner on the highly successful field hockey team. The 
Hawkeyes won the Big Ten championship outright from 1981 to 1983, before 
sharing the top spot in 1984. The ’84 squad finished second in the nation. 
Chamberlin, lowa’s co-captain as both a junior and senior, was also a mem- 
ber of the national indoor championship team and was selected to the All-Big 
Ten team during her senior year. 


While at Iowa, she also received the Women’s Intercollegiate Athletic Academic 
Award (1982-1985) and the Physical Education Academic Achievement Award 
(1983-1985). Chamberlin earned her Master's of Education from Salisbury in 

1987 and her doctorate from the University of Maryland in 2000.

SU has advanced to the Final Four on five other 
occasions, finishing as a national semifinalist in 
1987, 1988, 1992, 2000 and 2002. Additionally, the 
Gulls have been national quarterfinalists four other 
times since 1989. Salisbury’s outstanding facility 
has also served as a regional host site for the 


national championship tournament on four 


occasions, including in both 1996 and 1997, and 


host of the Final Four in 2000. 


The Sea Gulls notched 10 consecutive winning sea- 


sons from 1983 to 1992, and finished in the

Quality programs are comprised of talented individuals. Salisbury is well 
represented on the national and regional all star teams each season. During 
Chamberlin’s tenure, the Gulls have produced 29 national All-Americans and 
had a total of 69 players selected to the all-South Region team. Additionally, 
Chamberlin has been honored as the region’s Coach-of-the-Year three times 
and the Capital Athletic Conference’s Coach of the Year eight times, including 
2002.

Coming on the heels of a 17-3 season and third place finish in the NCAA 
Championship Tournament, two Salisbury University field hockey players 
were recognized as national All-Americans, as announced by the National 


Field Hockey Coaches Association (NFHCA). Their selections mark the 
17th straight year that at least one Sea Gull player has been represented 
on the all-America squad. 


Junior forward Lindsey Elliott was selected to the 16-player first team and 
senior forward Jill Cressor was named to the second team. Elliott earns 
the national award for the first time in her career, while Cressor becomes 
the third Salisbury player to receive the award three times in her career. 


Elliott led the Sea Gulls and the Capital Athletic Conference in scoring in 
2002 with 21 goals, six assists and 48 total points. Her 48-point total is 
the eighth highest single-season output in SU team history. 


Cressor receives second team AA honors this season after earning third 
team status in both 2000 and 2001. She finished second on the team and 
in the conference in scoring with 16 goals, eight assists and 40 points. 
Cressor concluded her four-year career as Salisbury’s all-time scoring 
leader with 80 goals, 14 assists and 174 points. 


Elliott and Cressor were also two of six Sea Gulls who earned all-confer- 
ence honors in 2002. Elliott was the CAC’s Player of the Year, while her 
freshman sister Brittany Elliott was the CAC’s Rookie of the Year. 
Chamberlin was selected by her peers as the CAC’s Coach of the Year for 
the eighth straight season after guiding her squad to its eighth straight 
conference championship. 


Salisbury earned its sixth NCAA final four berth in 2002 while also appear- 
ing in the NCAA Championship Tournament for the ninth straight year. 
The Sea Gulls rallied from a 2-0 halftime deficit in the national semifinal 
game, but lost 3-2 in overtime to eventual NCAA champion Rowan. 


“It certainly was a great year for us,” said Chamberlin. “We accomplished 
all of our goals except for winning the national championship. Even in the 
semifinal game, we demonstrated a lot of heart and guts to come back 
from a 2-0 deficit against the number one team in the country. That was 
pretty awesome.”
